Annexation a million $$$$ ‘give-away’

A proposed pact agreed to 
by the superintendents of the 
Columbus and suburban 
school districts. has been 
applauded by one Black area 
legislator as strong plan. 

However, the plan was 
attacked by another Black leg- 
islator asa ‘‘milliondollar 
giveaway”, and by a group 
promoting integrated educa- 


tion in the Columbus public 
schools as a “double slap in the 
face for Columbus.” 

The revenue-sharing plan 
was prompted by the expira- 
tion of a moratorium on annex- 


_ ation, initially enacted by the 


General Assembly in 1980, 
which is scheduled to expire 
November30. Expriation of the 
moratorium would allow the 
Columbus Public Schools to 


annex land within the city 
boundaries but outside of the 
school.district totaling 72 
square miles, generating prop- 
erty taxeS revenues of more 
than $40 million and encom- 
passing more than 16,000 stu- 
dents. A bill, SB 298, is cur- 
rently pending in the legis- 
jature which would ratify the 
decision of the school boards 
to share revenue between the 


Columbus public schools and 
the 1T other school districts 
who have some students within 
the Columbus city limits. 

The proposed settlement 
would provide: 

-- no retroactive annexation 
of the 72 square miles within 
the Columbus city limits but 
outside the Columbus school 
district; 

-- sharing of tax revenues 


from property annexed into 
Columbus schools by the 
Hamilton-Local, Canal Win- 
chestor, Groveport Madison 
and Plain local schools; 

-- sharing of development 
from future expansion with the 
Columbus Public Schools ona 
50-50 basis, on commercial 
and industrial properties which 
the disputed areas; and . 

-- the creation.of specialized 


educational programs on a 
countywide basis, which stu- 
dents could attend voluntarily. 

if each of the school boards 
viewing the plan agreed, it 
would be incorporated into 
legislature's deliberations on 
SB 298, which was designed to 
provide a solution to the

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Mother of two needs 
new lungs and heart

(Cleveland Bureau) 


Since the age of 17, a time 
bomb has been ticking in the 
body of Donna Blair. That time 
bomb may explode within six 
months if Blair, now 32, does 
not receive a heart and lungs 
transplant. 

Blair, a resident of Scotts- 
dale Boulevard in Shaker 
suburbs, is suffering from 
Primary Pulmonary Hyperten- 
sion. 

Her condition leaves her in 
constant pain. “I get out of 
breath just walking from my 
bedroom to my bathroom,” she 
explained. 

Dr. Dale Adler of Mount Sinai 
Hospital first diagnosed her 
condition last August, but he 
told her the illness most likely 
developed while: she was a 
teen-ager. She is currently 


under the care of doctors atthe | 


Cleveland Clinic Foundation. 

Blair first began to feel the 
effects of her illness eight 
years ago, when she began to 
have chest pains and her blood 
pressure elevated. 


The condition also caused 


her to retain water, which 
caused her 5 feet 1 inch body to 
bloat up from 150 pounds to 
335, “| used to be ashamed. to 
go-outside of my house,” she 
explained. She currently 
weighs 200 pounds. 

To correct her health prob- 
lem, she must have a heart and 
lungs transplant operation. 

The task of finding donor 
organs suitable for Blair's body 
has been compounded by the 
fact that she also has a rare 
blood type. She is currently on 
a waiting list at Presbyterian 
Hospital in Pittsburgh, for the 
next available organs. 

She lives on a liquid oxygen 
machine and takes 11 different 
types of medications several 
times a day. Her mother Mary 
Blair, a registered nurse, helps 
to care for Blair and her two

Her health problems have 
taken a toll on Blair's finances. 
She lives on a $700 check from 
Social Security and $80 in food 
stamps. Some $250 of the 
money goes toward medical

The signs areclear. Theinhab- 
itants are dangerously holding to 
methods that don't work and 
premises that are not based upon 
principlés. The goals of the past 
have succumbed. to the pres- 
sures of the present; and_the 
prospects for the future seem 
hopeless at best.

The failure 


After an expensive, high- 
powered advertising campaign 
that enlisted almost every politi- 
cal, business, community and 
religious leader in Columbus and 
Franklin County, the New World 
Center still went down to defeat. 

By a margin of 6 percentage 
points, the city’s voter defeated 
the $182 million project, which 
included support for the Central 
Ohio Transit Authority. Yet we 
believe that a proper understand- 
ing of the reasons for the defeat 
of Issue 1 holds some keys to its 
ultimate passage. 

We agree with Columbus city 
council president Jerry Ham- 
mond's assessment of the reason 
for the defeat. Hammond called 
the 53 percent “no” vote “a reac- 
tion of people who said you 
haven't justified it to us.” Such 
“justification” doesn't come in 
slick “rap” songs or glitzy com- 
mercials, but in down-to-earth 
discussions with the voters of the 
costs and the benefits. 

“Justification” doesn'tcomein 
comparing Columbus to India- 
napolis, either. We venture to say 
that most Columbusites couldn't 
care less about what the hoosiers 
do, and are undoubtedly unwill- 
ing to tax themselves for just 
some misplaced sense of civic 
pride. 

The slickness and facility of 
the campaign may, have actually 
worked against its success. What 
the voters may have seen, we 
believe, is a plan put together by 
what Hammond called the 
“downtown interests” with little 
broad-based community sup- 
port, and pushed by those inter- 
ests with the belief that money 
can buy everything. What the 
voters also saw--and what was 
not answered--was that the very 
‘“downtown interests'’ who 
believed the New World Center

was so necessary did not seem 
interested in putting up a dollar 
of their own money to help fund 
it. 

Black peaple supported Issue 
1 by an overwhelming amount, 
70 percent to 30 percent. We 
believe that this could have been 
for several reasons. One, Blacks 
are more intimately affected by 
public: transit than are whites, 
and are thus prabably more 
likely to support a levy for public 
transit. The fact that Black lead- 
ership figures, including The 
CALL & POST, endorsed the 
issue may have also had a big 
effect on voter support. 

But the shapers of Issue 1 
should not rest on their laurels in 
the Black community. Whenever 
they decide to bring out the 
issue again, they will have to 
come back to Black voters for 
support again. They should be 
prepared to present to Black 
voters the benefits they will 
receive for their votes--not justin 
general terms of some vague 
“community benefit,” but in the 
specific terms of a commitment 
to involving Blacks in all phases 
of the development, construc- 
tion, operation and management 
of the facility and those business 
opportunities surrounding the 
facility. 

If the New World Center is 
going to provide such a great 
benefit for all the community, the 
businegs leaders who are push- 
ing it are going to have to show 
that benefit to all the community. 
If Issue 1's defeat says anything, 
it is that the voters of Franklin 
County will not be conned into 
supporting such a program by 
slick ads, but by a reasoned, 
community-based approach that 
appeals to their best sense of 
enlightened self-interest.

The Cleveland Council of Black 
Nurses held their annual Luncheon and 
Workshop with a focus on teenage 
Pregnancy. It was emphasized that teen 
pregnancy is.not a problem, but the 
symptom of other societal problems. If 
the Black community wants to reduce 
the proliferaton of teen pregnancies, it 
must stop treating it as the problem and 
look for the underlying problem(s) that 
are being expressed in sexual behavior 
of adolescents. 

One of the identified problems dis- 
cussed in the CCBN Workshop revolved 
around the deterioration and/or dissolu- 
tion of the home unit. Charles Ballard of 
Teen Father Program stated that the 
primary responsibility foreducation, 
morality, spirituality, and values rests 
with the basic family unit - 

He indicated that while churches, 
schools, and social service agencies can 
help, they are not and can not be as 
effective in rearing children as the home 
(family unit). It is, therefore, not reaso- 
nable to put the responsibility of sex 
education solely in the lap of the

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schools, Nor can You expect the church 
to shoulder the entire moral burden. 
Social agencies/groups can reinforce 
values, but the values should be brought 
from the home. 

The constructive use of time by teen- 
agers can do a lot to help decrease the 
rate of teenage pregnancies. Families 
that teach youths how to use time and 
monitor that usage of time will also help 
alleviate the symptom of a problem 
society moving too fast without 
direction. 

As Black parents, we must stop abdi- 
cating our role as the most important 
influence on our children to forces out- 
side of the home. Of course! realize part 
of the problem is that parent or adult 
supervision is sometimes lacking 
because of work commitments. Beyond 
work, however, time is spent away from 
the home pursuing recreational/relaxa- 
tion type activities for adults.

Black budget is stillborn

A good Arab and Muslim? A 
Jordanian, Ahmed Nawaf Man- 
sour Hawi, confessed to an earlier 
terrorist bombing in West Berlin 
on March 29.

At 3 o'clock on May 25, 1986 
when 6 million Americans join 
from New York to Los Angeles 
to fight hunger and homeless- 
ness in America, Black hands 
in the Columbus community 
will be a vital link in the chain.

Workers’ comp bill passes; 
Beatty, Miller reject plan

In a display of bipartisan- 
ship, the Ohio General Assem- 
bly.passed and sent to the gov- 
ernor a bill radically revising 


Ohio's law protecting workers © 


injuried on the job. 

However, the bill, while 
labeled a “compromise” by its 
supporters, was.attacked as 
“awful” by Black Columbus 
legislators Ray Miller and Otto 
Beatty. 

Miller and Beatty were 
among three Black legislators 
who voted against the mea- 
sure. Nine other Black legisla- 
tors voted for it. , 

The bill, SB 307, was spon- 
sored in the Senate by Richard 
Finan, a Cincinnati-area 
Republican. It was backed by 
business and manufacturing 
lobbyists because it would 
effectively repeal several 
recent expansions of workers’ 
compensation law which have 
been made by the Ohio 
Supreme Court. 

The bill passed the House 
74-22, and the Senate 21-12. 


All but 19 of.the House’s 59 
Democrats voted for the mea- 
sure, and only one Republican 
-- Ron Amstutz of Wooster - 
voted against it. : 


The Supreme Court had 
ruled that compensable injury 
could occur over a long period 
of time, rather than solely 
‘through some singular trau- 
matic event; that workers could 
sue a manufactuer in addition 
argued that workers’ compen- 
sation taw had “swung from 
one extreme to the other” by 
the passage of SB 307. 
Although Miller believed that 
certain aspects of the present 
law were “too permissive,” he 
asserted that, with the passage 
of SB 307, “it’s a virtual impos- 
sibility to get justice.” 


Beatty argued that one of the 
rulings which was modified by 
the legislation, Blankenship v. 
Cincinnati Milacron, had 
“brought Ohio out of the dark 
ages” by allowing an injured 
worker to sue his employer. 

However, SB 307, while set- 
ting up a$5 million fund to hear 


such cases, would also change 
the definition of an intentional 
tort to make it “almost impos- 
sible” to win a suit such as 
Pcp de Beatty assert- 
ed. 

The bill would also require 
employees to file suit within 
two years after receiving a 
compensable injury. However, 
since many such injuries, par- 
ticularly those through expo- 
sure to toxic chemicals in the 
workplace, may take years to 
incubate, the bill would effec- 
tively eliminate worker protec- 
tion for those injuries, Beatty 
said. 

Miller added, “it's no wonder 
the manufacturing folks are 
applauding the thing as a great 


to receiving workers’ compen- 
sation benefits, if the manufac- 
turer's actions in failing to 
maintain. a safe workplace 
constituted an intentional tort; 
and that employees temporar- 
ily disabled did not have to 
return to work until the 
employer can return them to 
their previous jobs. 

In opposing the bill, Miller
